Daughter Of Eve Knows 
Everything About Snakes 


W ASHINGTON — Along one of 
the less traveled corridors of Hie 
tourist-haunted National M useum 
in W ashington is a series of rooms 
occupied by 40.000 snakes—and a 
woman. 
Th* snakes ale scientific speci­ 
mens, preserved in alcohol. The 
woman is Dr. Dorm Mable Coch­ 
ran, associate curator of the m u­ 
seum’s division of 
reptiles 
and 
am phibians, and a world author­ 
ity on snakes, frogs and lizards. 
Dr. Cochran, whose article “O ur 
Snake Friends and Foes" apjwars 
in the current issue oi the National 
G eographic Magazine, sees nothing 
odd about such a profession for a 
daughter of Eve. 
The fear and loathing that m any 
people have for snakes, says Dr. 
Cochran, 
comes 
from 
lack 
of 
knowledge concerningvtheir ch ar­ 
acteristics and often genuine use­ 
fulness. It is natural to be afraid 
of a craw ling creature that is 
secretive in its habits, aud m ore­ 
over is associated with the Biblical 
snake of Hie Garden of Eden, and 
with an evil role in symbolism and 
superstition through the ages. 
Yearns Of Snake Bite 
Mild Dr. Cochran, with 35 years 
of experience behind her, does not 
discount the harm done by ven­ 
omous snakes. 
She knows that 
m any thousands of persons die 
every year from bites by rattlers, 
copperheads, 
cobras, 
and 
other 
.serpents throughout the world. 
During W orld War II one of h er 
studies on coping with dangerous j 
reptiles was 
distributed to the ! 
arm ed 
forces 
by 
thousands 
ct 
copies. 
Dr. Cochran has, however, a 
kind word for helpful snakes— 
the 
blacksnake, 
corn 
and 
bull 
snakes that destroy disease-carry­ 
ing, crop-eating mice, 
rats and 
gophers. H er personal favorite is 
the docile 
and “engaging’’ king 
snake, the “ hero” of her National 
Geographical article, illustrated by 
staff artist W aiter W'eber’s vivid 
paintings. 
Was she ever bitten9 “Oh yes, a 
few tim es,” she says. “But not 
seriously or bv extrem ely poison­ 
ous snakes. Professionals should 
not be that cureless." 
Once, she recalls, she wa.- at 
W ashington’s zoo to examine viru­ 
lent pit vipers 
from 
Okinawa. 
Suddenly, one ol them slipped to 
the ground and started toward her. 
She “froze,” and the reptile slith­ 
ered safely past her unprotected 
ankles. 
Names New S p ecies 
It 
was a talent 
for drawing 
natural history subjects that led 
to Dr. C ochran’s choice of proles- I 
sions. She was still a college un- ; 
der-graduate when she took her j 
flint job as scientific aide at the 
National M useum, a branch of the j 
Smithsonian Institution. Becoming 
interested in reptiles, she rem ain­ 
ed there w hile going on with aca­ 
demic studies that eventually won 
her an M.S. and Ph.D. 
Her own contributions to herpe- j 
tology include the description of i 
scores 
of 
previously 
unknow n 
forms of snakes, frogs and lizards. 
Nine new form s have been nam ed I 


by other scientist* for her. Her 
helpfulness to students and col­ 
leagues is proverbial in the field. 
In the museum’s huge collection 
of snakes, coiled in glass jars along 
row after row of shelves, are speci­ 
m ens of all sizes and from all over 
th e world. Some are m ore than a 
hundred years old. 
New ones are constantly coming 
in. Medical-research parties, work­ 
ing from Egypt to the South Pa­ 
cific, send many to learn what 
snakes are hosts to disease-bearing 
ticks or mites. 
“Fortunately just about all the 
specim ens we receive are dead," 
she explains. “When you have to 
m easure minute dim ensions and 
count every scale, it’* a little easier 
not to have a squirm ing subject.**

Words, W it & W isdom

Election time is just around the com er 
and down the length and breadth of our 
land candidates are taking to the stum p 
to explain to their fellow 
citizens 
why 
they—and they alone—are fit to run the 
People’s governm ent. Over the years since 
our earliest Continental Congress, we have 
developed a varied, colorful and charac­ 
teristically American collection of words to 
m ake up our vocabulary of politics. Today 
and tom orrow wfe shall look at some of the 
m ore interesting of these term s. 
That phrase ‘taking to the stum p,” for 
exam ple, pretty obviously goes back to the 
early days of our w estern m igration when 
the cam paigning politician would 
m ount 
any platform —even a tree stump— where 
he could find a handful of voters whiling 
to listen to his speech. 
No prim ary cam paign would 
be 
com­ 
plete, of course, w ithout the claim of the 
defeated candidate that his opponent's elec­ 
tion was actually dictated by the ‘‘bosses 
in a sm oke-filled room.” This phrase us a 
com parative newcom er 
to 
our 
political 
scene and is credited to a form er 
Asso­ 
ciated Press reporter. K irke Simpson, who 
used it to describe baek-stage m aneuver­ 
ing for W arren H arding’s nomination at 
the 1920 Republican convention. 
The word “boss” itself is no stranger to 
the American scene. It comes 
from 
the 
Dutch word baas m eaning “m aster.” Quite 
possibly, then, the first American political 
boss was none other than old Peter Stuy­ 
vesant. 
Some thre#» centuries after Peter's fall 
from power, dom inant political strength in 
w'hat Stuyvesant called New 
Amsterdam 
but which wre know as M anhattan 
seems 
again to be vested in Tam m any Hall—an 
Institution whose nam e could scarcely be 
m ore truly American, since it was named 
after a Delaware Indian chieftain, 
Chief 
Tam m any, by the way, is thought to have 
been the one who sold Pennsylvania 
to 
W illiam Penn. I’m sure the present occu­ 
pants of the seats of power at Tam m any 
Hall will thank you not to rem ind 
them 
that their establishm ent may have been 
nam ed alter a tribal “boss” whose 
chiel 
claim to face is that he sold out his su b ­ 
jects for a financial consideration! 


Last year, rn hope of forcing an agree­ 
m ent, British and U. S. units were 
a n ­ 
nounced as w ithdraw ing arbitrarily from 
tile city of Trieste and the so-called Zone 
A, with Italians to take their place. 
The 
result then was that the Trieste issue bon­ 
ed high and hostilities were 
threatened 
between Italy ana Yugoslavia. Thereafter, 
the w estern pow ers began patiently again 
to bring the two rivals together, though all 
negotiations up to that time had failed dis­ 
mally. 
This tune, perhaps by some strange al­ 
chemy born of Yugoslavia’s increased es­ 
trangem ent from Ute Soviet world and a s­ 
sociation with the West, the eliort succeed­ 
ed. Under the agreem ent, italy gets 
the 
city and all of Zone A except a small stu p . 
Yugoslavia retains Zone ti, which it has 
continuously occupied, and gets the strip as 
wen. 
Yugoslavia will have full access to Ute 
port of Trieste, w hile the 30UU italians ut 
the so-called L azaretto strip can retu rn , ii 
they wish, to Italian-controlled sod. M inor­ 
ity rights are guaranteed in boUi zones. 
W ithin the next three weeks, 4000 A m er­ 
ican and 30U0 B ritish soldiers in Zone A 
will be pulled out, in favor oi the italians. 
Only, this time no trouble is expected. 
W ithout wishing to substrata any m eas­ 
ure of credit from those who solved this 
proolem and helped rub out 
other 
tore 
spots this year, one ought to note Blat a 
roughly sim ilar pattern 
followed 
World 
War I. At the conclusion of general lig h t­ 
ing, a num ber ol secondary conflicts eiuiei 
continued or arose, but all were ultim ate­ 
ly settled. 
The diffeience was that they 
did 
not 
drag on so interm inably as did Biose post­ 
er orid War 
ll 
disturbances. 
Evidently, 
however, it is a n atural thing for such con­ 
flicts to erupt in the unsettled atm osphere 
of general war and its afterm ath. 
W hat is im portant, plainly, is not to as­ 
sum e that the condition is perm anent but 
to apply diplomacy doggedly and w ithout 
letup to seek solutions. The year 1954 will 
be rem em bered as one in which the in ter­ 
national air was considerably cleared ol 
the fog of dispute. 
The successes are especially rem arkable 
in light of the fact that the Soviet Union 
and its friends have fought persistently to 
keep tne w orld’s sore spots raw and bleed­ 
ing. The Trieste outcome, like Iran and 
Eg,} pt (though not Indo-C hina) is a defeat 
for Russia.

Most Competitive Athletics 


Are Not Injurious to Heart

Do com petitive athletics of various soils 
have any effect on the outlook for a long 
life? Such studies as have been made on 
the subject suggert that on the 
average 
there is little difference in expectation of 
life between athletes and nonathletes. 
One stud} from England on this subject 
reported that nearly IOO of each thousand 
sportsm en died from accidents or injuries 
lr compared with only about 47 per thou­ 
sand “intellectuals.” The same article re­ 
ported a suicide rate nearly five times as 
high for intellectuals as for those who had 
not distinguished them selves in this w ay’ 
IH E OTHER MAJOR debate over 
the 
part played by com petitive athletes 
re­ 
late- to its possible effects on the heart and 
blood vessels. One would not expect com­ 
petitive sports like baseball, football 
or 
field games to cause any damage to the 
ti 'ai Is of those who are in good health te - 
eause there is no long-lasting continuous 
m acu lar effort. 
The question of dam age to the heart is 
note likely in such event* as m iddle-dis- 
,an< e track, Clew racing, and 
basketball, 
in which the muscle* are in constant mo­ 
tion tor Tang period* ot tarn*, thus throw 
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mg a heavy load on the heart. 
TO THIS THERE is an encouraging an­ 
swer. These appears to be increasing sup­ 
port to the view- that exercise—even stren ­ 
uous exercise—produces no noticeable ill 
effects on a norm al heart. However, there 
is no doubt that strenuous exercise may 
injure a heart that is already 
weakened 
and close medical supervision of those en­ 
gaged in com petitive athletics is therefore 
desirable. 
One can conclude that exercise is not as 
im portant a cause of heart disease as in­ 
fections and that the old term 
"athlete’s 
h eart” should be dropped because 
there 
probably is no such thing. 
AT THE PRESENT time, from a p r a c t i­ 
cal standpoint, parents of teen-aged boys 
engaged in the more strenuous 
com peti­ 
tive sport- should not fear any particulai 
heart injury providing the youngsters are 
healthy, that they do not engage in sports 
w hile silk or weakened in any w'ay, and 
that the medical supervision is 
satisfac­ 
tory. Boys should be kept from strenuous 
sports when under par aud must not be 
forced to compete in games 
beyond 
the 
limit* od them 
on*th ai line mum.

Under Sea Near Scotland 


WASHINGTON 
Scotsmen may 
soon know whether for 366 years 
they have been unwitting posses­ 
sors of the Spanish A rm ada pay­ 
m aster's golden ducats. 
In Tobermory 
Bay on 
the Is­ 
land of Mull, one of 
Scotland's 
Inner Hebrides, divers are dredg­ 
ing through muck and silt toward 
a buried Spanish galleon. Ancient 
leeords and salvaged relics point 
to the Florence, a ship—so legend 
tells—that carried 
Armada 
pay 
and treasure when it blew up “ bv 
treaeherie” 
and sank 
there 
in 
1588. 
Whether or not today’s chief of 
Clan Campbell, the lith Duke of 
Argyll, finds gold, his excavation 
of an Armada galleon offers trea­ 
sure to historians,

The chief reason for peacetime 
desertion lies in 
large measure, 
Peri feels, in the public's attitude 
toward m ilitary service as some­ 
thing unnecessary until immediate 
dancer threatens. 
At the Pentagon there is some 
reluctance

discuss desertion, 
but one colonel said: “ Much of 
our problem comes from men who 
simply do not want to serve and 
who w ill do almost anything to 
avoid it. 
“ Too, there comes a time when 
a guy either can’t take Arm y lite 
any more oi something happens at 
home which, 
in his estimation, 
provides 
an 
overriding 
motive. 
M aybe 
his wife, his 
mother or 
someone close is sick, or they ate 
having financial trouble. Once he 
gets 
home, 
fear of 
punishment 
often keeps him aw ay.” 


Apparently fear had some bear­ 
ing during the Korean W ar too. 
Desertions climbed from 35,071 for 
the Arm y in the fiscal year 1950 
to fix.062 iii fiscal 1951. 
They dropped to 28.906 in fiscal 


1952, when the Arm y announced a 
policy of 
shipping 
deserters to 


Korea, and fell off another 7,700 
in fiscal 1953. 


W hile a man m a y be classed a- 
a desoi ter, it doc.- not mean that 
he w ill be convicted of the charge. 
O nly 1.921 men. for example, cur­ 
rently are serving prison sentences 
for quitting. 
A man is in technical desertion 
in peacetime when he has been 
absent without leave for 30 days 
or more. In combat, however, a 
man can be considered a deserter 
if he is gone an hour, depending 
on the circumstances. 
B y and large, sentences for de­ 
sertion 
again depending upon a 
host of circumstances, range from 
30 days to 25 years. Most of the 
convictions are in the I to 3 year 
bracket. 
As a rule deserters are appre­ 
hended 
in a 
surprisingly short 
time. 


Since desertion usually carries 


with it a dishonorable discharge, 
the armed torces seek to rehabili­ 
tate their men and restore them 
to duty. Such a discharge deprives 
a man of Ilia veterans’ rights. It 
forbids federal employment ever. 
In addition, most private em ploy­ 
ers are reluctant to hire men with 
such discharges. 


Probably no tithe1' aimed force 
iii the world goes to such great 
lengths to combat desertion, es­ 
pecially 
among 
troops overseas. 
One whole section — the special 
services branch— is set up to keep 
Hie troops happy. There is also
